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GROWING GRAIN IN ROWS

Object:—Grain is grown in rows as a partial substitute for summer fallow 
in order to secure some return from the land and to reduce the danger of soil 
drifting.

Soil Preparation:— Fall or Spring ,plowing, harrowing or packing as re 
Quired to give a firm seed bed. 


Amount to Sow:— Set drill to sow usual rate. For example, if two bushels 
Of oats is usual rate. 3-7ths of two bushels or 5-7ths of a bushel will be re¬ 
quired for thrifee row seeding and 2-7ths of two bushels or 4-7ths of one bushel 
for two rowseeding. 

Method of Seeding:— Use an ordinary grain drill, Plug or block off the 
holes which must be idle. Letting X represent an open hole and O represent 
one closed, the following diagrams will illustrate arrangements for drills of 
various sizes with furrow openers the standard six inch set. 

Twelve foot:- OOXXOOOOXXOOOOXXO OO OXXO O 

or .!.:-OOXXXOOOOOXXXOOOOOXXXOOO 

Run Wheel in wheel marks when turning to left 

Ten foot:- OOXXXOOOOXZXOOOOXXXO

These schemes may be varied. The important thing to keep in mind is 
to have the rows spaced as conveniently as possible for cultivation and har¬ 
vesting. 

Cultivation:- Begin cultivation as soon as the rows can be followed con¬ 
veniently. Two or three cultivations are usually sufficient. Operation is 
similar to cultiativg corn or potatoes. L T se ordinary corn cultivator straddle 
of the row's, Remove tw r o inner shovels if necessary when cultivating triple 
row's. It may be possible to arrange duckfoot for this work but we haven’t 
tried it except for single 30 inch rows. 

"Harvest:- Run harvester lengthwise of the row’s. Usually two of the 
double or triple rows are cut at one time but this depends upon spacing of 
rows and width of cut. 

After Harvest:- If w r eeds are bad, cultivate cross ways with duckfoot or 
disk or turn sheep in for pasture. If soil drifting is feared so that you don 
not care to cultivate, and Russian thistles are coming up green in the stub¬ 
ble. mow', rake up and stack in a compact stack for hay. If there is no serious 
weed trouble, use the stubble for pasture for remainder of season or let it 
stand to help check soil drifting. 

Following Spring:- Duckfoot, disk or harrow as required to make a good 
seed bed for wheat. 

Experilmtent: - Watch the wheat on this ground and compare it with your 
wheat on fallow' ground and ordinary stubble second or third crop. Try 
about ten acres to begin and see how you like it. Write the Field Husbandry 
Department if you are going to try this and your name will be enrolled for 
this experiment. You will be furnished a brief form in the fall to fill out 
giving your experience. This will enable u s to tell whether the plan is a 
practical success or not.“Let your light shine”. \ 

Rotation:- It will be easy to work out good rotations with this method 
if it prqves a practical success. For example:- 1. wheat, 2. oats in rows 
3. Wheat plus sweet clover, 4. Fallow, plow sweet clover down in June or 
cut what is needed for hay before plowing. Begin cutting early. Other plans 
can be worked out easily if we have once established that we can grow a 
profitable cultivated crop.

THIS COUNTRY OFFERS HUGE 
FIELD FOR CAPITAL. SAYS 

SIR GEORGE JOHNSTONE 


From across the water comes one 
of the most sensible suggestions re¬ 
garding immigration to Canada. 
Whilst the speaker has in his mind 
the best way to arrange provision for 
payment of the British debt to the 
LTnited States he deals with matters 
of supreme arid direct importance to 
us here. A careful consideration of 
the following would be well worth 
while.—Editor. 

Sir Geo. Johnstone, a member of 
the council of the London chamber 
of commerce, and the British Empire 
League, at a meeting in London Feb. 
22 suggested that Great Britain should 
build up in Canada a reserve otward 
the payment of the debt to the Unit¬ 
ed States. He said that Canadian and 
United States dollars were not likely 
to vary seriously in value and there¬ 
fore any fund which the British gov¬ 
ernment could build up in the Domin¬ 
ion would be comparatively free from 
exchange fluctuations. 

Canada was capable of being de¬ 
veloped at a miuch more rapid rate 
than the present capital and man 
power at its disposal could develop it. 
Sir George said, and the British gov¬ 
ernment could now borrow money at 
a lower rate than it had been able to 
do for a good imanv years. 

If it could obtain grants of lands 
frm Canada it could utilize, say 
100.000.000 pounds sterling in develop¬ 
ing the wheat areas and probably in¬ 
dustries in the Dominion. This work 
in conjunction with some large emi¬ 
gration scheme of selected unemploy¬ 
ed people should develop in Canada 
into a productive asset that W'ould aft¬ 
er a while annually supply large sums 
I of money toward Britain’s payment to 
| the United States. In Sir George’s op¬ 
inion. and in addition every bushel of 
wheat bought from Canada instead of 
from the United States would help to 
Sleep the exchange better in the lat- 
ter country.

The campaign that was waged 
against grasshoppers in Alberta dur¬ 
ing the past summer, yieded most 
gratifying results. Though the crops 
of large area's were threatened with 
complete dstruction, the actual losses 
go far reported are comparatively 
small. 

As a result of the campaign we 
can confidently anticipate marked re- 
ducton in the severity of the outbreak 
next year, throughout the greater 
portion the infested territory. The 
outbreak is, however, by no means 
over. 

A large number of grasshoppers es 
capcd destruction eaily in the season 
when the campaign was at its height 
and, favored by.,an exceptionally open

In the southern portion of the pro 
vince, it would appear that the road 
side grasshopper has been reduced to 
normal numbers, and there should be 
no loss whatever of everyone is on 
the lookout for the breeeding places 
in the spring and poisone them as 
soon as the young hoppers appear. 

The situation with regard to the 
Lesser Migratory grasshopper is, 
however less satisfactory. In districts 
in the south as well as elsewhere 
its numbers have increased locally 
owing to extensive migrations. Ev¬ 
eryone who had experience with this 
pest last summer wall realize how dif 
ficult it is to control on account of 
the fact that it lays its eggs through 

out stubble land and deserted farms 

s 

FFor this reason, also, it is liable 
to cause far greater losses in the dis¬ 
tricts that it infests than is the Road¬ 
side grasshopper. Only by careful at¬ 
tention to the advice that has been 
given by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture can a repetition of the losses oc¬ 
casioned by this pest be avoided next 
year. Much of the loss s that was 
suffered ast year was/due to the fact 
that farmers were not prephired to 
treat the extensive, breeding grounds 
cf the Lesser Migratory grasshopper 
eary in the season. It is hoped that

would otherwise rob them of their 
fair share of moisture. It will also 
hold the winter snow, and form a 
pretty and effective back ground for 
a flower border.

Unless naturally protected by bluffs 
or risng ground from the hot drying 
winds common to the district, it will 
be necessary to provide w nd scree is 
to protect the plants. There are sev- 
veral ways in which this can be ac¬ 
complished. By means f a board fence 
which although efficient is very ex¬ 
pensive and unsightly; as a tempor¬ 
ary shelter good results can be ob¬ 
tained by planting three rows of Rus¬ 
sian giant sunflowers (which can be 
grown room seed) on all sids of the 
garden. They are attractive, make 
make rapid growth, and are consider 
able protction. 

*For"a permenen shelter a well grown 
hedge is preferable to either of the 
others. Shrubs suitable for a hedge 
are limited to the native choke cherry. 
June berry, Silver berry Caragana 
(or Siberian pea) and the Russian 
Laulel willow of which the latter two 
are recommended. Healthy grown 
plants can be obtained from any nurs 
ery at a reasonable price ready for 
planting. 

To prepare ground for a hedge it 
should be deeply dug or trenched, 
and receive a liberal supply of well 
rotted manure so that it will not be 
necessary to disturb the roots annu¬ 
ally. This work should be performed 
the year previous to planting. 

Small plants about 1 foot high are 
most satisfactory, set from 9 to 12 
inches apart in a single row. To ob¬ 
tain a low set, and compact hedge it 
absolutely necessary to cut the newly 
set plants back to about six inches 
above the ground, which will cause 
them to throw f out several new 
branches. For the first three years 
half of each year’s growth should be 
cut back as at the time of planting. 

To encourage vigourous growth 
keep the ground well cultivattd fret 
from weeds and grass, trim the hedge 
once each season generally after 
flowering) to the desired shape and 
in a .Yery short space of time you will

tant elements which go to make a cli¬ 
mate congenial to growth are, mois¬ 
ture, heat and sunshine, the absence of 
frosts and hot drying winds during the 
early perods of growth. 

In our immediate neighborhood the 
amount of Imioisture obtained from 
rainfall and snow are barely sufficient 
and therefor eit becomes necessary to 
follow methods in gardening which 
.consrve as much of it as possible^ fo 
the use of our plants. 

Ths is most sucessfully accomplished 
when the system known as summer¬ 
fallowing is adopted that is where the 
wjiole garden is plowed and cultivatd 
but only half of t is cropped, the other 
half beng kept free from weeds by 
regular shallow cultvaton; whch will 
prevent the evaporation of moisture 
until the ground is required the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

A frequent use of the rake or Dutch 
hoe, particularly after a rain will de 
much to keep down the weeds and pre¬ 
serve the moisture among growing 
plants. 

A small plot, well cared for, contain¬ 
ing a few well grown common varie¬ 
ties of plants will afford the owner 
and others no end of pleasure, while a 
large gorden, untidy and weedy, pro- 
duing stunter and sickly plants is a 
disheartening spectacle and a great 
sourceof disappointment. Limit the

Gardening is a very comprehensive 
term and nmy be defined as the art of 
growing any or all members of the 
vegetable kingdom naturally or by 
artificial means. Trees and shrubs 
are generally used *n landscape gar¬ 
dening, but when grown extensively 
for timber or in planting and un¬ 
suitable for agricultural purposes is 
and other grains and grasses and roots 
known as forestry- 

The raising of wheat oats, barley, 
on a larger scale belongs to Agricul¬ 
ture. The (Culture of flowers for 
their beauty and vegetables for culin¬ 
ary or table use is termed Horticul¬ 
ture to which the following remarks 
will refer. 

The earliest records of the art come 
to us from the monuments of ancient 
Egypt; giving plans of irrigated gar¬ 
dens going back sixteen centuries be¬ 
fore the Christian era, and seeds of 
various fruits, cultivated flowers and 
shrubs have been found in the ancient 
Egyptian tombs. In India and China 
gardening has been cultivated from 
time immemorial and many of the 
Chinese are very expert in this uni- 
vesally loved art. It was introduced 

by the Romans into Britain who 
brought them many fruits, pot herbs, 
and decorative plants, but they did not 
aid the Britons in i^s development, 
conseuenty gardening/fell into disuse. 
It was only saved by the monks who 
devoted more time and attention to 
the culture of medicinal herbs. 

About the middle of the 12th r. q& D- 
tury gardens were formed around^Eie 
chief castles, planted to bushy fniits, 
trees and herbs. The practise soon 
spread among the rural population 
who gradually increased their pro¬ 
ductions to growing of apples cherries 
pears, peas, bans, onions, garlic, and 
other herbs. At the present time hor¬ 
ticulture, the world over has reached 
a very high state of perfection. The

SJOR a comparatively young city, 
* Winnipeg has many points of 
interest. None is more worthy of 
a visit than the historical museum 
that has there been established by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company. The 
great company’s history is the his- 
>ry of Canada’s West, an*d no insti¬ 
tution is better equipped to present 
the earliest history of that land in the 
Manner that the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany has chosen. 

The value of museums as an educa¬ 
tional agency is now only beginning 
to be more generally realized. What 
book or series of books could give so 
comprehensive, so vivid or so unfail¬ 
ingly correct a view of the world’s 
past ages as a few days spent among 
the treasures of th* British Museum. 
The idea grows in Canada as educa¬ 
tional facilities grow. McGill Uni¬ 
versity has its fine museum and the 
Royal Ontario Museum at Toronto, 
it will surprise many to know, is one 
of the world's finest. Its already 
splendid buildings, soon to be en¬ 
larged, is overcrowded with a won¬ 
derful store of historic treasures 
which visiting scholars from abroad 
ever fail to visit. 

• The object of the Winnipeg exhibit 
s to depict by means of relics, pic¬ 
tures, documents, models, etc., the 
istory of the’ Hudson’s Bay Com- 
my, the life of the fur trade, the 
ory of the pioneer settlers and the 
toms, dress and industries of the 


aboriginal tribes. The exhibit is at 
present set up at the company’s store 
at Winnipeg, and while not nearly as 
large as it may be expected to be¬ 
come, already occupies a series of 
rooms in that establishment. 

The following principal divisions of 
the exhibit have been made for con¬ 
venience: Early History, Furs, In¬ 
dians, Life in the Service, Forts, 
Posts, and Stores, Fights and Wars, 
Land and Settlement. £ 

From the time the iiatives of 
Hudso.n Bay welcomed the first H 
B. C. ship in 1688 the Company has 
been on intimate and friendly 
terms with the Indians, and the ex¬ 
hibit of Indian relics will thus lie of 
uniqe interest. This .will be of all 
the greater value siime Indian skill 
in handicraft is even now almost only 
a memory of past days. The other 
sections of the museum will tell the 
tale of the entry of the white man in¬ 
to the West, and the up-building of 
isolated trading posts that have be¬ 
come important and fast growing 
cities. 

The photographs reproduced here¬ 
with give an excellent idea of the 
splendid beginning this exhibit has 
made. One item of particular inter¬ 
est is the splendidly built model of 
the “Nonsuch Ketch,” the first Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company ship to arrive in 
Canadian waters. Prince Rupert and 
associates outfitted two ships, the 
“Eaglet” and the “Nonsuch.” These 
ships sailed from Gravesend, on the 


Thames, near London, in June, 1668 . 
The “Eaglet” turned back from a 
point near Hudson Strait, but the 
“Nonsuch” proceeded and on Sep¬ 
tember 29th, 1668, anchored in the 
South of James Bay. Then and there V 
a fort was built and named Fort 
Charles, and the river flowing into 
the Bay was named Rupert’s River. 
Owing to the cargo of furs brought 
back by the “Nonsuch” in the sum¬ 
mer of 1669, a charter for trading 
rights was applied for and resulted in 
‘.lie charter granted by King Charles 
the Second, on May 2nd, 1670 , to 
Prince Rupert and his associates 
forming the “Governor and Com¬ 
pany of Adventurers of England 
Trading into Hudson’s Bay.” And 
thus b:gm the great Company. 

The exhibit includes a large num¬ 
ber of important and exceedingly in¬ 
teresting documents and maps, as 
well as a large collection of tools, 
household utensils, and weapons oi 
by-gone days. 

The later history of Western Can¬ 
ada is the history of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the building of 
which resulted in the creation of a 
nation west of the Great Lakes, and 
these two great institutions arc still 
at work at their task of nation build¬ 
ing, and preserving th ustory of 
Canada’s past. The Cl adian Paci¬ 
fic has also established an historic 
museum at Lake Windermere, B.C.. 
in memory of David Thompson, the 
explorer of the Rockies.

of their countenances. 

The parade started at nine thirty, and circled around the 
main street twice before going to the Banff Springs Hotel. 
The streets en route to the hotel were thronged with resi¬ 
dents and tourists, and the steps of the hotel and court were 
[densely packed with onlookers, for the distribution of prizes 
for the best native costumes took place here. The Governor 
General and Lady Byng, who were on their way west over 
the C.P.R., were among those who viewed the proceedings. 
'Lady Margaret BoscaWen, sister of Baron Byng, presented 
the prizes won. 

The parade was most spectacular, and combined with the 
Sports it was well worth travelling hundreds of miles to see. 
The chiefs rode at the head of the procession and looked 
picturesque in their costqpies of buck-skin and bead work, 
and gay head-pieces of feathers and ermine. Not only were 
the natives decked out in their gala attire, but the horses also 
shared in the pomp and splendour. Their trappings were 
made of buckskin, with patterns worked in beads, the col¬ 
oring and designs of superb workmanship. Skins were also 
psed, and trappings of bead work and ermine. A few 
horses were painted in symmetrical designs of various col¬ 
ors. The higher the rank of their rider the more beautiful 
and costly the trappings. 

The sports were held in the encampmpit grounds on one 
Bide of which the Indians had erected their picturesque 
wigwams.# The grand stand was packed and thousands 
were present, and never in the history of Banff was this 
4pent so well attended. Cars were lined up in all direc- 
fjotis, and hundreds of tourists, and many residents were 
on horse-back, which added to the varied scene.

The cowboy race 
was the most spectacular. There was a pole at each end of 
the course, which the horses had to go around, and as they 
appeared to get there almost simultaneously, it was a wild 
jumble of horses and riders apparently on top of one an¬ 
other. 

The setting for this scene was perfect. Hills well tim¬ 
bered with dark spruce and pine, and behind them the moun¬ 
tains in a dull grey haze—due to the distant forest fires. 
Against this setting the tepees stood, white with the top a 
cinnamon brown, smoked from camp fires within. Many 
were of brilliant colors, beautifying the encampment 
groimds still further. The excitement of the afternoon 
over, die Indian families returned to their own quarters, and 
the little played on the green grass in front of their tepees. 
Some of the men and women reclined on skins or blankets 
in the cool of the early evening. Squaws went to the brook 
f6r water, others came from the woods with armfuls of 
faggots, and soon fires were started for supper, and their 
flames leapt into the air, adding more color to this already 
brilliant scene. 

The Indian Day Committee are to be congratulated on 
giving Canada this annual event, which is so typical of 
primal days, and the beauty of which is in keeping with 
these great hills which were theirs till the white man came. 
Many of the officials of the day were Indian Chiefs, who 
very efficiendy did their share toward making Indian Day 
the success it undoubtedly proved to be.

GLASGOW, Scotland. — The Gias- 
|pow Herald says: An agreement has 
;been made between the Government 
'of the Province of Ontario and the 
Overseas Settlement Committee for 
’the acceptance by Ontario of a 
certain number of British settlers. 
The majority will consist of un- 
tara.rried men, but there will also be 
a limited number of married men 
.and of youths and girls over 16 years 
of age. Of the married men, about 
200 have already been accepted by 
the Ontario authorities in London 
from applicants now dwelling in the 
Hebrides, where agents on behalf of 
the Province have been carrying on 
a special canvass for some time 
past. The agents are also endea¬ 
vouring to select from the same 
islands a number of female farm 
■workers, and there is a proposal 
•that a special ship Shall be chartered 
to sail from the North of Scotland to 
convey these settlers in a body. 

MEDICINE HAT, Alta. — The 
Moose Hall was recently the scene 
of what is probably the most impor¬ 
tant railway function in the history 
of Medicine Hat. The occasion was 
a banquet and presentation in honor 
of Henry Hardy, J. F. Fisher add 
Thos. Penhale, all engineers in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway service 
who have recently retired. There 
were more than 200 guests. A con¬ 
siderable number of the guests were 
from other railway centres through¬ 
out Canada. 


CALGARY, Alta.—Beiseker, a town 
on the C. P. R. and G. T. P., about 35 
miles northeast of Calgary as the 
crow flies, is in the grip of an in¬ 
cipient silver boom. On Saturday 
and Sunday men from the local dis¬ 
trict and from points afield, where 
the news spread with the usual ra¬ 
pidity of such tidings, staked out 
claims covering several sections 
about four miles east of the town. 
These were registered at the federal 
land office in Calgary. 

ISTo assay has yet been made of the 
ore, but those interested in the pro 
perty are sending a sample to Ed¬ 
monton. It may be necessary to 
bore another test hole, the finders 
say, before sufficient ore can be ob¬ 
tained to get a reliable assay. The 
original find was made by crews 
drilling for water and much of the 
first ore taken out has been given 
away as samples. The first find 
was made about three months ago. 

CALGARY 1 , Alta.—“We cannot ex¬ 
pect to recover in a year or so from 
the effects of abnormal circum¬ 
stances the whole country has been 
suffering from,” remarked W. B. 
Lani.gan, of Montreal, freight traffic 
manager of the Canadian Pacific, in 
the course of an interview with The 
Herald, in Calgary, “but I am safe in 
making this prophesy that this year 
will witness throughout Canada a 
revival of industry and agriculture, 
and that by 1924, the city of Calgary 
and the country tributary to it, as 
well as the rest of Canada are going 
to enjoy a return of their former 
prosperity." 

It was in these words that the 
freight traffic manager of the great 
transportation company replied to 
the question as to how he viewed 
present conditions. “No matter what 
pessimists may say,” he continued, 
“the resources of this country in 
minerals and in the fertility of its 
soil has not been appreciably touched 
and it has been inadequately adver¬ 
tised. The Province of Alberta, with 
Its agricultural possibilities, its 
wealth of coal, and in my opinion, 
the waterpower of its streams and 
hills need only population to bring 
these possibilities into wealth. How 
any person can Purvey all these na¬ 
tural conditions and still remain a 
pessimist is srmeTu v; I cannot un- 
derssintf' \ 


unatham, Out. — “Speed-mania” 
has again broken loose in the city 
and unless^ some strong steps are 
taken to eliminate this craze it will 
gain a strong foothold in the city, 
declared Chief of Police Groves. 

A complaint was laid to the police 
by the C. P. R. to the effect that an 
automobile going* south on William 
St. at a considerable rate of speed 
struck one of the north-side gates 
which had just been lowered for an 
oncoming train and completely- 
smashed it. 

The tower-man, realizing that one 
of the south gates was liable to be 
similarly treated by the speeding 
motorist, raised these gates at a 
considerable speed, being just quick 
enough to make a passage for the 
speeding motorist. The number of 
the car was secured by one of the 
local section crew and turned over 
to the police. 

“The driver of the car will be 
charged with reck&sk driving/’ stat¬ 
ed the Chief. “It is high time that 
we take decisive Steps to prevent 
any accidents which can be directly 
traceable to reckleas driving/* 


Here and There 


Banff.—J. B. Harkin, Commis¬ 
sioner of National Parks, has an¬ 
nounced that the formal opening of 
the Banff-Windermere Road, work 
on which was concluded last year, 
will take place on June 30. The 
ceremony is to be held at Vermillion 
Crossing, half way between Banff 
and Windermere, motors leaving 
both ends of the road early in the 
morning to meet at that place. The 
suggestion has been made by R. R. 
Bruce, of Invermere, that the Na¬ 
tional Park be named “Columbia 
National Park,” and the road lead¬ 
ing up the Columbia Valley from 
the boundary to Golden be named 
the “Canadian Columbia Highway.” 


Victoria.—Motorists will nave a 
new circuit trip available with the 
completion in May of the high- 
powered motor ferry now building 
at Yarrows. Not only will Island 
and Mainland be linked by the opera¬ 
tion of this craft, but the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific will have the steamer 
“Charmer” engaged in the purpose 
farther north. The “Charmer” will 
operate between Vancouver and Na¬ 
naimo, furnishing accommodation 
for all types of cars. With the new 
ferry in service, a new circuit will 
be made available—from Seattle via 
Bellingham to Sidney, thence to Vic¬ 
toria over paved road, to Nanaimo 
over the Malahat, thence by the 
“Charmer” to Vancouver and down 
the Pacific Highway to the border 
line and Seattle again. 

The motor ferry will have ample 
height between deck to allow for 
all classes of cars. During the busy 
season it will make two round trips 
every day. The vessel will be fitted 
with observation rooms and open 
deck spaces bo give tourists every 
opportunity to enjoy at their ease 
the fine scenery through the chan¬ 
nels between San Juan, Lopez and 
other islands of the San Juan archi¬ 
pelago. A 


St. John, N.B.—The Canadian Pa¬ 
cific freighter, “Bolingbroke” re¬ 
cently brought from London the 
largest import cargo to reach St. 
John since the war. She was cram¬ 
med to the hatches with more than 
4,700 tons of general merchandise. 
Capt. E. Landy, who is in command, 
said that he had never carried a 
more valuable cargo and expressed 
great satisfaction that not a single 
package had been lost. Included ia 
the cargo were silks and other valu¬ 
able dress goods* dry goods of vari¬ 
ous descriptions, perfumes and many 
other expensive commodities. A 
cargo of this kind makes lots of 
work for the longshoremen. 


Vancouver.—Carrying a record 
shipment of Canadian apples to the 
Orient the Canadian Pacific 16,850- 
ton liner, “Empress of Asia” re¬ 
cently sailed. 

On opening the crates in the 
Oriental ports the consignees of 
past shipments have found that the 
apples are as fresh as if taken from 
the tree. This is partly due to the 
fact that at this time of the year 
the perishable cargo only gets one 
day of tropical heat during the whole 
voyage across. The “Asia” took ap 
proximately 350 tons of this com¬ 
modity in her holds, the largest con- 
sigmment of apples to go through 
the Narrows this season for the 
Orient. 


St. John, N.B.—Figures compiled 
at C. P. R. headquarters show that 
the port of St. John has handled 
very much more freight to January 
19th this season, as compared with 
the corresponding period of last 
year. 

Exports totalled 260,472 tons of all 
classes of freight handled by the C. 
P. R. officials through this port 
since the beginning of the winter 
port business. Last year during the 
same period 146,393 tons passed 
throqgh St. John; showing an in¬ 
crease of 114,079 to date for the 
present year. 

Last year’s import business during 
the same period totalled 27,692, 
while this year 28,832 tons of im¬ 
port freight have been recorded, an 
increase of 1,140 for the present 
winter port season. 

The total increase in both export 
and import business for the port’s 
business to date shows 115,219 tons 
over that handled during the same 
period a year ago. 


Victoria.—Just what use to make 
of the forty-foot Indian war canoe 
presented the Canadian Pacific 
Company by the Alert Bay In¬ 
dians is a problem that is giv¬ 
ing Capt. J. W. Troup, manager 
of the B. C. Coast Service, consider¬ 
able thought. Chief Johnnie, of the 
Alert Bay ffibe, came down in per¬ 
son to make the gift to the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific officials, and in his 
native tongue expressed the appre¬ 
ciation of his followers to the com¬ 
pany for the attention given them 
whenever travelling on the Princess 
steamers.

O NE of the most difficult tasks in 
the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway was to discover a way 
through the Rocky Mountains. A 
number of explorers had made at¬ 
tempts to find a way, but it remained 
for Major A. B. Rogers to discover 
the most feasible route, the route that 
was chosen, and is now known as 
Rogers Pass. 

Major Rogers was a true type of 
railway pathfinder. The reputation he 
‘had made in the United States as a lo¬ 
cating engineer and his advanced ideas 
on railway construction attracted the 
attention of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way officials, who engaged him to take 
charge of the mountain section from 
Savona’s Ferry m B.C., to Moose Jaw. 
He saw at once the problem that con¬ 
fronted him in finding a straighter 
road through the Selkirks, than (as 
was suggested) to follow the great 
bend northward of the Columbia River, 
a distance of over two hundred miles. 
He found the near way by following 
the South fork of the IMeciUewaet 
River to the present site of the Glacier 
House, where he climbed a mountain 
and gazed upon the summit of the pass 
that now bears his name. Major 
Rogers seems to have been a man of 
few words $ His reports contain little 
beyond the technicalities of his under¬ 
takings, otherwise a description of the 
magnificent spectacle displayed by the 
Rogers Pass and its surroundings, when 
teen for the first time by a white man*

would be well worth the reading. 

This was in 1881. The following 
year the exploration was completed by 
ascending the Beaver River Valley to 
Bear Creek, a tributary stream, then 
up that stream through the rugged de¬ 
file between Mts. MacDonald and 
Tupperdo the summit of the pass, and 
over the same to the IMeciUewaet Val- 
ly. The surveys of the main line be¬ 
tween Calgary, at the Eastern base of 
the foothills of the Rockies, to which 
point they had been carried from the 
East, and the summit of the main 
range were completed in 1883. Three 
years ‘later daily trains were passing to 
and fro between Montreal and Port 
Moody, at that time the Pacific ter¬ 
minus of the railway; and so they 
passed for thirty-one years over this 
section, until with the opening of the 
Connaught Tunnel under Mount Mac¬ 
Donald, it was no longer needed. 

It was on November 7th, 1885, that 
the last spike in the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway across Can¬ 
ada was driven at CraigiMachie, Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. This opened up a new 
era for Canada. In recognition of 
the valuable work^ done by Major 
Rogers the directors of the Canadian 
Pacific presented him with a cheque 
for $5,000 and a watch thus inscribed: 

“Presented to Maj. A. B. Rogers 
by the Directors of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company as a token 
of their indebtedness to him for thej 
discovery of a pas* foe fee rafl-wayl

through the Selkirk Mountains, and 
of their appreciation of his services 
as Engineer-in-Chief of the location 
of the Mountain section of the rail¬ 
way . ” 

Evidently Major Rogers was of a 
more poetical than financial tempera¬ 
ment, for he carried the cheque in his 
pocket for several years, and he only 
cashed it when his friends of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific insisted that he shook! 
do so.*“ 

At the time of his death m 1889, 
Major Rogers left his watch to his 
brother, L.^Z. Rogers, of WaterviMe, 
Minnesota, ^ho in turn left it to his 
only grandson, George Rogers Glotfd- 
ter. Young Qotfelter was killed in 
France on October 3rd, 1918. The 
watch is now in a safety deposit box 
of a Waterville bank. There are, at 
present, two nephews of Major Rogers 
living, both of whom accompanied him 
on all of his explorations in the moun¬ 
tains, and were with him when he dis¬ 
covered Rogers Pass. They are Mr. 
Albert L. Rogers and Mr. John G. 
Rogers, 1108 5th Avenue, Seattle, 
Wash. 

The nieces of Major Rogers, and 
particularly Mrs. C. A. Gray, have 
taken a great deal of interest in the 
activities of their uncle, and are in pos¬ 
session of a great many of his orig¬ 
inal letters, newspaper clippings^ in¬ 
cluding letters to him from both Skt 
William Van Horae and Lord Shanel* 
aesqr.
